New Liows Coneerning Newspipers,
1'he tullowing is a summary of the
laws ConCeriig Jhewspaper  postage

See. 138, Thut no newspapers shull
be received to be conveyed liy mail
unless they shall be dried and enclos-
ad in proper wruppois,

See. 139, That when packages of
newspapers or other periodicals are
recoived at a postollice direetnd to ane
address, and the nawes of the sub-
seribars to whom they belong, with
the postage for quarter in advaneo is
handed to the postinaster, e shiaH de-
liver such papers or pariedicals to
their vespeetive owners.

See. 14U, That postmasters shall
notify the publisher of any newspaper
